Call Special Session

Debate on Alternate

The Charter Board of Free- 
holders was to reconvene this 
afternoon in a special meeting 
to continue debate on the num- 
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ber and method of electing al- | 


dermen. The system: that is 
agreed upon will be included in 
the proposed city charter to be 
submitted to voters next year. 

In yesterday's 
scheduled meeting a. Kiel Au- 
ditorium, the freeholders re- 
jected by a vote of 12 to la 
proposal to reiain the present 
system of electing aldermen. 
Under the present charter, an 
alderman is elected from each 
of the city’s 28 wards, and the 
aldermanic president is chosen 
by a city-wide vote. 

The remainder of the session 
was devoted to discussion of 
two alternate’ proposals, _ in 
which a proponent of one plan 
ceclared it was favored by 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker. 

The Mayor, said Dr. Ralph A. 
Kinsella, has expressed his 
preference for the so-called 
7-7-1 plan. Under this plan, 
seven aldermen and the presi- 
dent of the board would be 
elected at large, and seven 
others would be selected by 
districts of four wards each. 

Alternate Proposal. 

The other proposal under con- 
sideration the 14-4-1 plan. 
Its provisions call for the elec- 
tion, by city-wide vote, of four 
aldermen and the _ president, 
with 14 aldermen to be elected 
by districts comprised of two 
wards each. 

The point which freeholders 
have not been able to agree on 
is the ration between aldermen 
elected at large and _ those 
selected by ward districts 

Dr. Kinsella urged the 97-1 
plan which he said would cTeate 
a balance of power between s0- 
called ward aldermen and those 
elected at large. If either group 
were given a top-heavy major- 
ity citizens would run the risk 
of legislative abuses that could 
not be corrected, he said. 


Dr. Kinsella declared the 
14-4-1 plan would be top-heavy 
in ward aldermen. The four 
city-wide aldermen would be so 
outnumbered as to be powerless 
to hale legislation not in the 
best interest of the entire city, 
as distinguished from a ward or 
area, he said. 

“As one of the freeholders 
remarked in a committee meet- 
ing, those four fellows would be 
in a corner during an alder- 
manic meeting. 

‘Nature of a Senate.’ 

David M. Grant disagreed, 
saying he envisioned the four 
at-large aldermen and the al- 
dermanic president sitting “as 
a reasonable conscience and in 
the nature of a senate.” 

He is among. the 
spokesmen who say there is 
danger of inadequate represen- 
tation for Negroes in the 7-7-1 
plan. He is a leading supporter 
of the 14-4-1 plan, which is also 
favored by labor spokesmen 
and political organizations.

BUDAPEST, Dec. 15 (AP)—

tanks, the regime seems to have 
crushed the last elements of 
open revolution in the country- 
side. But there still were oc- 


casional bloody demonstrations. 


Now the rebellion is centered 


in Hungary’s factories and 


mines. Production was near a 
standstill in Budapest, the na- 
tion’s industrial center, and at 


the uranium and coal mines in 
the south.

PARIS, Dec. 15 (AP)—Lead- 
ers of the Atlantic alliance set 
out today on a vigorous course 
calling for a settlement of the 
Middle East crisis through the 
United Nations. Big Three 
agreement on this point tended 
to restore pre-Suez unity, but 
some continuing coolness was 
noted. 

The course was charted by 
the council of the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization in a 
four-day session that ended 
here last night. A communique 


issued by the foreign, defense | 


and finance ministers of the 15- 
member countries covered a 
wide sweep of problems con- 
cerning NATO security and 
plans for closer political liaison. 

They noted the threat ‘to 
world peace by the Soviet pene- 
tration of the Middle East and 
agreed to keep developments in 
the area under close observa- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP) 
—A test missile fired by the 
Army off Florida’s east coast 
this fall reached an altitude of 
almost 650 miles, traveled 3300 
miles, and flew

A senior Democrat on the 
committee, whose voice com- 
mands respect in the Senate on 
foreign affairs, Senator Ful- 
bright observed at a press con- 
ference that the Democrats had 
in effect forfeited their consti- 
tutional obligations the last four 
years by failing to keep Admin- 
istration policy under close 
enough scrutiny. 

He criticized the Administra- 
tion’s foreign policy as “awk- 
ward. maladroit and unwise” in 
its “application.” He declared 
that the “constant shifting of 
position” on the Aswan dam 
and other factors involved in 
the Egyptian Crisis contributed 
to the British-French invasion 
of Egypt. 

Humphrey Demand. 

Senator Humphrey (Dem.), of 
Minnesota, also demanded 
that the foreign relations com- 
mittee investigate Administra- 
tion policy in the Middle East 
and elsewhere at the start of 
the new session. Senator Green 
(Dem.), of Rhode Island, com- 
mittee chairman, subsequently 
cautioned that any large-scale 
investigation at a crucial mo- 
ment in world affairs might en- 
courage Russia to believe that 
America was seriously disunited. 

Fulbright, just returned from 
a one-month tour of Western 
Europe, said he was opposed to 
any “klieg light’ committee in- 
vestigation of American policy

mittee. It is a “very legitimate 
complaint” abroad that none of 
America’s allies seems to know 
just what our policy has been, 
he said.

bond Committee Approves 


Underground System De- 
spite Higher Cost. 


Use of underground wiring 
for the new mercury vapor 
street lighting system was rec- 
ommended yesterday by the 
Citizens Bond Issue Comniittee. 

The committee had delayed 
approval of a low bid of $1,229.,- 
678 for installaton of 18.1 
miles of new lights pending a 
restudy of rhe relative costs of 
underground and overhead 
wiring.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Mrs. Fred Katz is correct in her 
recent letter stating that the nature - 
of the controversy over the junior 
high schools in Webster Groves is 
clear. The nature is the inequity of 
the proposition which three old 
board members and their hand- 
picked, precommitted replacement 
for the fourth are desperately seek- 
ing to put over. 

I wish to be counted among the 
reformers if the reforming includes 
electing two new School Board mem- 
bers in April 1957 and ultimately re- 
placing the remaining two who con- 
trived the plan to compromise prob- 
lems facing the district in a short- 
sighted manner foregoing reason for 
expediency. 

I agree with Mrs. Katz that names 
should be attached to statements. It 
is interesting to note in this respect 
how conveniently the importance of 
names can be overlooked. For ex- 
ample, the Board of Education to 
this time has not acknowledged re- 
ceipt of nearly 4000 names on peti- 
tions calling on them to submit a 
bond proposal on two new junior 
high schools. 

I do not think it is true that any 
section of the district will be incon- 
wenienced nor that any school serv- 
ices will be curtailed if there are 
two schools. Quite to the contrary, 
the district will be better off with 
two centrally located, flexible sites 
to take care of future expansion. 
Therein lies the real economy and 
best long-range planning. These 
schools should be neighborhood cen- 
ters of activity no more than one 
and a half miles from the homes to 
be served. 

It is obvious that the critics of the 
two-school plan would also have the 
advantage of a school in their neigh- 
borhood instead of having to send 
their children up to two and a half 
miles. By building one of the two 
proposed schools north of Man- 
chester and west of Rock Hill road 
the cause of apprehension regarding 
district boundary lines would be 
eliminated. 

I am for two new junior high 
schools and I am for some changes 
on the School Board.

Fire Under the Aldermen 


Mayor Tucker's appearance before the Alder- 
men was a direct, determined and dramatic at- 
tempt to light a fire under them. They needed 
it. Aldermanic stalling on approval 6f the Ozark 
Expressway route and other important matters 
has been both a disservice to the community and 
a negation of the democratic process. 

By speaking out as forcefully as he did the 
Mayor clearly underscored the Board's responsi- 
bility. He singled out the Ozark route as the 
most important item on the aldermanic agenda. 
Failure of the Board té deal with it is a good 
example of how local interests take precedence 
over the good of the whole community under 
the existing ward system. 

The Ozark route would run through five South 
Side wards. In deference to pressure from Alder- 
men representing these wards, the proposal has 
remained bottled up in committee. The whole 
community’s urgent need of a South Side ex- 
pressway is ignored because of a few vested 
interests. 

Actually, South Siders on the route are being 
hurt as much as anyane. The Highway Commis- 
sion has approved the route and so has the City 
Plan Commission, and that is that! It is a fact 
that must be taken into consideration by the 
owner of every piece of property along the 
route. If St. Louls gets the expressway, that fs 
where it is going. 


But so long as the Aldermen decline to act, the 
Highway Commission will decline to begin buy- 
ing right-of-way. If the Aldermen stall too long, 
Highway Department funds for the Ozark will 
be utilized elsewhere, perhaps in Kansas City 
as has been the rule so frequently in the past. 


On the other hand, affirmative action by the 
Aldermen will pave the way for those in the 
path of the road to dispose of their homes or 
businesses to the state at fair prices. The state 
has been quite fair with those it had to buy out 
along the Daniel Boone route. Detailed planning 
then can begin and perhaps one day the dirt 
will begin to fly on this essential improvement. 


In short, the city has everything to lose by 
continued aldermanic stalling. Conversely, it 
has nothing to gain by failure of the Aldermen 
to tackle such other important bills as those on 
regulation of private parking lots, stronger meat 
control powers and so on. 


The Board of Aldermen exists to exercise leg- 
islative power for St. Louis. When the Aldermen 
permit bills to be bottled up in committee, when 
they decline even to subject them to the acid 
test of pubjJic hearing and debate, then it is high 
time for the people to call the lawmakers to ac- 
count. That is exactly what the Mayor has done. 
Most St. Louisans, in our opinion, will approve. 
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The Case of Opal Collins 


The worth of capital punishment as a protec- 
tion to society is something that is constantly 
being reassessed. The arguments, pro and con, 
are generally known and have changed but little 
in many years. In general criminologists today 
tend largely to deprecate the death penalty as a 
practical means of reducing crime. 

The case of Mrs. Opal Collins, 26 years old, 
who last May shot to death her paraplegic hus- 
band, his two sisters, 11 and 14 years old, and 
his mother after a family dispute at Hammond, 
Ind., has resulted in widespread discussion. She 
was sentenced to death last October and now 
is spared by the Governor's commutation of 
the sentence to life imprisonment. There seems 
to have been no doubt that she was sane. 

Gov. Craig pointed out that Mrs. Collins was 
the first woman in Indiana history to receive 
a death sentence and said he feared the people 
of Indiana “later would be ashamed of it” if the 
sentence were carried out. Perhaps that argu- 
ment is largely on the emotional side. If it is, 
Gov. Craig also advanced an argument on the 
coldly logical side: The death penalty prevents 
medical and other scientific groups from study- 
ing “those extreme social deviates” in search of 
data which may eventually lead to remedial 
steps. 
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Barriers and Barricades 

Immigration officers say they have established 
an “impregnable security barrier” against Com- 
munists trying to snéak into this country among 
Hungarian refigees. Fortunately the refugees 
themselves constitute the best barrier against 
subversion. 

These refugees aré anti-Communist or they 
would not now be refugees. As one said at 
Camp Kilmer, N.J., “All I wish is that those peo- 
ple who have Communist leanings would pack up 
and go to Hungary for one week to experience 
oppression.” oA 

Such men as-these may be counted on to fer- 
ret out traitors among their compatriots. And 
for that reason Amesican immigration officers 
should be able to hold the usual security red 
tape to a reasonable limit. Unnecessary barriers 
should not stand in the way of refugees seeking 
asylum. 

We say this because our immigration policy 
has stressed the philosophy of barriers more 
than that of haven. The Immigration Act of 
1952 was so restrictive that the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration had to seek a special law to deal 
with refugees. Even the special law required 
such interminable investigations and security 
procedures that it failed to achieve its quotas. 
The Administration was compelled to adopt 
emergency measures for the Hungarians. 

Now Vice President Nixon says he will go te 
Austria to survey the Hungarian situation. Earli- 
er Congressman Walter, co-author of the Immi- 
gration Act which Mr. Nixon supported as a 
Senator, went to Austria and was shocked by 
the plight of the refugees. We do not know 
what the Vice President may accomplish on his 
trip, but the Hungarian situation dramatizes the 
need for reforming American immigration poli- 
cy. If Congressman Walter did not see that, we 
hope that Vice President Nixon will. 
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The Legal Mind on Sports 


It is the duty of the legal mind—especially 
when its operates on the bench—to draw those 
fine distinctions which not only settle individual 
disputes but which also facilitate the orderly 
functioning of society in its manifold aspects, 
including the athletic. 

Thus the United States Supreme Court felt 
that it was not beneath nor beyond its province 
to declare—and to re-affirm—that baseball is not 
a business but a sport, and so beyond the anti- 
trust laws. But now comes Judge Sidney Sugar- 
man of United States District Court in New 
York, a jurist necessarily conversant with the 
opinions of his brothers on a higher tribunal, to 
declare that basketball is a business definitely 
subject to those laws. 

- He found professional basketball to be a multi- 
State business involving the sale of radio and 
television rights for interstate transmission, The 
same, of course, may be said of baseball. But 
even a layman can see differences between the 
two sports which might be deemed distinctions. 
, There are fewer players on a basketball team, 
and they certainly are giants compared with a

own 


Peewee Reese. Then, there is a measurable dif- 
ference in the size of the balls used in the two 
games. Also basketballers get along without 
gloves, and they are not allowed to use bats. 

Or turning to the officials who control the 
games, except for occasional rhubarbs, basket- 
ball referees in their zebra shirts certainly are 
more flamboyant than baseball umpires in their 
conservative blue. Yet the basketball officials 
are dependent on the mechanical aid of a whistle 
to assert their authority, a device which deep- 
throated umpires would consider demeaning if 
not degrading. 
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Out of the Hotel Business 

The State of Illinois is out of the Florida 
apartment hotel business. Authorities at Spring: 
field have accepted an offer of $550,000 for the 
lavish Fort Lauderdale hostelry which became 
state property when ex-Auditor Orville E. Hodge 
turned over his “assets” after he was found out 
as a looter of the State Treasury. 

We say, out of the hotel business. Actually 
there are some legal technicalities that need to 
be cleared up and among these is Mrs. Hodge's 
suit to recover $500,000 in assets which she says 
rightfully belong to her. Her case is that assets 
that belong to her should not have been signed 
over to the State—even to make restitution for 
her husband’s thievery while a high-ranking 
official. 

But the fact is that under the vigilant, utterly 
honest interim State Auditor, Lloyd Morey, this 
one very important part of the State Government 
is being set in order. The Hodge thefts have 
been tracked down and found to total the amaz- 
ing sum of more than $2,500,000. Hodge proper- 
ties have been converted to the State’s books in 
an effort to recover as much of the loot as pos- 
sible. And Dr. Morey, president emeritus of the 
University of Illinois, has given the Auditor's 
office the kind of scrupulous administration that 
it should have had all along. 


Perhaps even more important, Dr. Morey, 
joined by Albert E. Jenner Jr., as counsel for 
the State Budgetary Commission, proposes basic 
changes in handling of the state’s money. These 
changes would establish the present Auditor and 
Treasurer, now elected separately, as appointees 
of the Governor, The purpose is to make it im- 
possible, as Gov. Stratton pleaded in the Hodge 
case, for the Governor to be able to say that he 
did not know what was going on. 


Certainly r@sponsibility needs to be more 
strongly fixed in state government and while 
Tllinois is deciding what to do about the of- 
fices of Auditor and Treasurer, neither of which 

rotected the taxpayers in the Hodge egse, it 
ought also to look over the other elective state 
officials. Why should the Clerk of the State 
Supreme Court be elected by the voters of the 
State at large when the Judges of the Supreme 
Court are chosen by districts? 


Whatever else the Illinois Legislature should 
do in 1957, it should enact a corrupt practices 
act. Not only the Hodge case, but “campaign 
contributions” to the Stratton fund hurriedly re- 
turned to the banker-donor, indicated that elec- 
tion gifts could be very thin disguises for 
something worse, 
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Progressive Move in Edwardsville 


This is only the latest evidence in/ Illinois of 
the interest in a form of city government that 
has spread widely in the six years since the en- 
abling legislation was passed in Springfield. Re- 
cent approvals have been voted in Greenville, 
Galesburg, Champaign, Princeton and Villa 
Park. While not all communities which have 
voted on the manager plan adopted it, the total 
of manager cities or manager cities-to-be in the 
state now numbers 45. These include, in the 
nearby area, Wood River and Mascoutah. 


The manager plan has brought benefits to 
cities of differing sizes since any community can 
made good use of nonpolitical professional 
training and experience in managing a business 
enterprise so important as a city. The people of 
Edwardsville will do well to study the improve- 
ments and gains in communities that have put 
the plan into effect and veceived more efficient 
and better municipal services at less cost in the 
bargain. 
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To Be Specific 

One of our readers, William D. Coburn of St. 
Louis, writes about our recent editorial, “How 
the Voters Rated Them,” which listed Republi- 
can nominees for the Senate in groups of win- 
ners and losers and showed how many votes 
each ran behind’ President Eisenhower. Mr. 
Coburn notes that we listed 16 G.O.P. senatorial 
winners and only 11 losers, and concludes from 
this that the Republicans enjoyed a substantial 
lead in electing its candidates to the Senate. 


It is easy to see how our table misled our 
reader and we hasten to explain. In several in- 
stances the Republicans. did not run a candi- 
date against a Southern Democratic incumbent. 
Such seats need to be counted in the totals, yet 
we did not list them because they provided no 
measurement of Presideni Eisenhower's popu- 
larity in terms of Senate races. 

To be very clear about it, there were 35 Sen- 
ate seats at stake, including two in Kentucky 
and two in South Carolina, The Democrats 
elected 18 of their nominees and the Republi- 
cans 17. The party division in the Senate will 
be 49 Democrats to 47 Republicans. 
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When the Cache Spills Over 


Southern Illinois, striving to strengthen its 
economy, has quite a problem in the Cache river, 
particularly in the 11-mile stretch between Kar- 
nak and Ullin. There the river is almost level— 
the drop averages little more than two inches a 
mile—and the stream becomes virtually a lake, 
with no adequate drainage. When floodwaters 
descend from the hill country to the north,‘the 
results are disastrous. 

Croplands are inundated, and, according to 
John Spaulding, secretary of the Pulaski-Alex- 
ander Soil Conservation District, “are becoming 
worse each year.” Roads are damaged. Water 
supplies are endangered, creating health haz- 
ards. Swarms of mosquitoes rise from the stag- 
nant waters of these floods in spring, summer 
and early fall, creating “an almost unbéarable 
nuisance” for residents of the area. Cattle con- 
tinuously irritated by the pests do not feed, lose 
weight and produce little milk. 

These are grievous losses to a general region 


- already suffering from declines in its mining 


and industrial economies. Apparently there is 
some question whether the flood control and 

ainage measures required can be justified 
in @ellars and cents. On that question we do not 


presume to pass judgment, but it does seem 


clear that the benefit of every doubt should be 
given to the choice of constructive action for a 
water-control program in the Cache valley,

A Cricketer Watches Football 


‘Our Special

Correspondent’ tells his 
that American football is indeed special, resembling cricket,

issues “far beyond the call of Anglo-American friendship.’

“If you're only used to cricket,” said 
the American airman with the patience 
of a scientist explaining atomic energy 
to a backwoodsman, “you probably 
won't be able to stand the excitement. 
You better go equipped with some 
sedatives.” 

His concern was typical of that of the 
United States Air Force as a whole in 
making sure that the large number of 
Englishmen in the crowd were not left 
in a state of complete bewilderment at 
the American Football Championship 
final of the United States Air Forces in 
Europe at the Empire Stadium, Wem- 
bley. (Note from American guide: “This 
is roughly the equivalent of your Cup 
final.”’) ; 


Baffled but game “to see what this 
thing they call Yankee football is all 
about,” as one American paper put it, 
the cricketing English were carefully 
briefed beforehand at a conference with 
“Third Air Force grid experts” and by 
helpful Americans sitting in the crowd. 

Lt. Gen. W. H. Tunner, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of United States Air 
Forces in Europe, obviously appreciated 
that the cricketers were, grappling with 
problems far beyond the call of Anglo- 
American friendship, and said in a mes- 
sage that their presence was “evidence 
of the spirit, understanding, and appre- 
ciation of good sportsmanship: which is 
shared by Britons and Americans alike.” 


This international educational and 
sporting occasion (in aid of a U.S.A-F. 
memorial organ at St. Clement Dane’s 
Church, London) started, of course, 
long before the two teams, padded and 
protected literally to the teeth in read- 
iness for violent physical combat, began 
their warming-up exercises. 


' For the cricketers it was more like 
being invited to a party than a prepara- 
tion for the serious business of a game, 
and the warning about sedatives came 
back to mind. Would the excitement 
prove too much? Bracing themselves 
for a hard afternoon, the cricketers 
peered down from the stands. at the 
two teams—the London Rockets and 
the Wiesbaden Flyers. 


The difficulty was that there ap- 
peared to be two schools of thought 
about how to explain American football. 
One school tried to explain it by com- 
paring it to English Rugby football; the 
other school, which thinks that too 
much emphasis is put on the physical 
side of the game, preferred to compare 
its with chess. 


This made for a little confusion. 
When we arrived, the Rockets who had 
been tipped to lose 32 points to 7 points 
by Jim the Anglophile and eventually 
won by exactly that score (“I told you 
it was a damned complicated game,” 
Jim explained afterwards), were just 
about to try a full spate on the Flyers, 
and amazingly it came off when a clever 


combination brought off a quick touch- 
down which is worth six points. 

The Flyers never seemed to recover 
properly from this early defeat and 
even their bubbling cheerleaders occa- 
sionally found it hard going to give an 
impression of overwhelming confidence. 


Very roughly the ball has to be taken 
up to the opponent’s end zone which is 
shaped like a “gridiron,” but play is 
not continuous as in Rugby and stops 
when any part of the ball-carrier’s body 
except his hands and feet touch the 
ground or he goes out of bounds. The 
Rockets, for example, would start some 
aggressive work with their bishops and 
castles and the crowd would get really 
excited, and then everything would 
suddenly come to an abrupt halt. 


A team would then go into a long 
huddle, like men listening to a story for 
men only, and work our their strategy 
for the immediate future. After half 
an hour of this procedure—a little play, 
a long pause—you could see the crick- 
eters relax. American football was not 
so very unlike cricket after all. To the 
casual eye, a slightly dull game: to the 
knowledgeable eye, a mass of subtleties. 


At first with proper courtesy we sat 
firmly in our place and glued our eyes 
to the field, but our American hosts 
thought this behavior a little eccentric 
and insisted on our leaving the game 
and joining them in the pavilion (sorry, 
bar) for a cup of tea. We fell easily 
into this routine of a little more play, 
a longer pause, and another drink. 


We heard about a feint by a pawn 
and then a good run by a castle from a 
learned member of the “American 
Weekend” but we did not see it our- 
selves. When a group of film stars 
drove on to the murky field at half- 
~ dg were disgusted cries of 
“Who's the girl fin the sports car?” 
American football in a London fog can 
be a frustrating game. 


The two teams of chessmen took only 
just over two hours to reach checkmate, 
but the game as Americans understand 
it was not over until much later when 
experts like Jim the Anglophile decided 
“to call it a day.” Near the end one of 
the cricketers was cornered by the 
American airman who had feared that 
the game would prove too exciting for 
him. It was a neat problem in Anglo- 
American relations. Should the crick- 
eter be polite or honest? 


He told the airman, after brooding 
over the Subject, that he had discovered 
the secret of American football. It was 
nothing less than a splendid excuse to 
throw a public party. 

The American frowned for a moment 
and then grinned broadly. “I can see 
you have appreciated the fundamentals, 
Mac,” he said.

Between Book Ends 


Missourian Who Outdid Jesse 


LAST OF THE GREAT OUTLAWS: THE 
“STORY. OF COLE YOUNGER, by 
Homer Croy. (Duell, Sloan & Pearce, 
242 pgs., $3.75.) 

Somehow Cole Younger never has 
caught the American imagination in 
the way that Jesse James did. This is 
strange, since he was called “Jesse 
James’s right hand’; he killed more 
men than Jesse did, and in many ways 
led a more exciting life than his no- 
torious companion, 

One reason may be that nobody has 
bothered to write a full-scale biography 
of Younger until now. Homer Croy, a 
Missourian who grew up in the James 
country and has 
become the leading 
expert on these 
matters, tells all 
that is known about 
Younger in “Last 
of the Great Out- 
laws.” 

Croy is exactly 
the man to do this. 
The story of the 
James - Younger 
gang fascinates 
him, so that he 
wants to find out 
all about it, and 
yet he’s a_ hard- 
bitten skeptic who 
looks with a cold eye on the fancier 
legends emanating from the old Police 
Gavette. He has done a tremendous 
amount of research to get the facts 

The book adds to authentic Ameri- 
cana and brings a bloody chapter in 
Missouri history to life. Cole Younger 
was born in 1844, near Lee’s Summit, 
and in his teens was in the thick of 
the incredible border war, when Kan- 
sans rode over the line to kill and pil- 
lage in Missouri and Missourians did 
the same in Kansas. He quit school to 
become a bushwhacker and go after the 
Jayhawkers. 

He joined the desperado band of 
Quantrill (“the most blood-smeared 
man America has ever known’) and,

almost by chance, the Confederate 
cause. Often he had to take to “the 
brush,” living precariously. At 17 he 


had killed a man and the next year 
there was a price on his head. He par- 
ticipated in the foray on Independence, 
Mo., the massacre at Lawrence, Kan., 
and the terrible bdttle of Lone Jack. 

After the war, inured to the life of 
an outlaw and without money to farm, 
he easily fell into bank robbing and 
joined the James brothers. He hated 
Jesse, whom he tried to displace as 
leader, but he was always strongly at- 
tached to Frank. During this time he 
lived for a while with Belle Starr and 
fathered her child. Her story therefore 
becomes an integral part of his. The 
climax is the bank robbery that turned 
into a fiasco, in Northfield, Minn., when 
Younger and his brothers were slowed 
in their getaway by mire and were at 
last caught. 

Younger spent 25 years in prison. 
Afterward he led a quiet existence, the 
only color in it a tour with a wild west 
show. He became pious in his old age 
and advised youngsters that crime does 
not pay. Perhaps the paleness of his 
later life accounts in part for his dufl 
place in American folklore. Croy points 
out that in many ways he was a good 
man. Even while young ‘he worked tire- 
lessly to nurse and help his wounded 
companions. He never drank. He was 
not without honor. Children were fond 
of him. He simply had a propensity for 
killing people. (In all, 17). 

The book-is almost, if not quite, as 
good as listening to Croy in person. It 
contains an excellent account of 

; sources, an index and many photo- 
graphs, including some never before 
published. REED HYNDS.,

Trustees Seek to Sell or 


Lease Alton School

Shurtleff College in Alton, 
after 130 years of operation, 
will close its doors next June 
30 for lack of funds. 

The college board of trustees, 
in a four-hour session yester- 
day, voted the suspension and 
authorized the board’s execu- 
tive committee to negotiate 
with Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity for lease or sale of the 
physical plant, valued at $1,- 
000,000. 

At the end of the meeting | 
the 24 faculty members were 
called in and told of the de- 
cision. Marvin W. Swaim, dene | | 
chairman, informed them that | 
S.I.U., at Carbondale, 100 miles 
southeast, had indicated it had 
faculty openings available. 

When word of the board ac- 
tion got out, knots of students | 
gathered around the campus 
and discusse i the decision. 

Unanimous Vote. 

A college spokesman said the 
resolution to suspend opera- 
tions was adopted unanimously 
by the 17 board members pres- 
ent. Only one member was ab- 
sent. 

Detailed instructions to the 
board’s executive committee 
authorized it to negotiate with 
the S.I.U. board for lease of the 
facilities, with option to pur- 
chase, and operation of an edu- 
cational facility on the Shurt- 
leff campus. 

Any agreement with the Car- 
bondale institution would in- | 
clude provision for establish- 
ment on the campus of a Shurt- | 
leff Foundation or Christian | 
student center in conjunction 
with the educational facility. 

An alternative instruction to 
the executive committee was 
for a study of possible reloca- 
tion of the college “in some 
other area of the state or to 
work out any other solution in 
keeping with the objectives” of | 
the college charter. 

Roland E. Turnbull, college 
president, in discussing the pro- 
posed closing last month, had 
indicated the college was finan- 
cially pressed and said about 
$200,000 was needed in the next 
two or three years for opera- 
tions and also to improve the 
school sufficiently for it to re- 
ceive accreditation. 

Accreditation Needs. 

To achieve accreditation, ad- 
ditional teachers with doctor- 
ates and masters’ degrees would 
have to be retained and the 
physical plant improved, Turn- 
bull explained. 

The college, a four-year de- 
gree-awarding institution, has 
also been threatened with com 
petition from §S.1I.U., which has 
been considering a four-year 
branch to serve Madison and St. 
Clair counties. 

Swaim emphasized that tenta- 
tive talks had been initiated by 
the Shurtleff administration. 

The board, resolution yester- 
day instructed that any plan 
worked out should be in co- 
operation with the Board of 
Education of the American Bap- 
tist Convention and the Illinois 
Baptist State Convention, and 
also that any agreement be ap- 
proved by the college board of 
trustees. 

Shurtleff, which now has 530 
students, was founded by John 
Mason Peck, a Baptist mission- 
ary from New England, to train 
missionaries for the country’s 
western area, then opening up.

Renewed Disorders in 
Five Places Bring 
Warning of Govern- 
ment Clampdown.

WARSAW, Dec. 15 (AP) — 
Anti - Russian demonstrations 
were reported in five Polish 
towns yesterday. 

Organs of the governing 
United Workers’ (Communist) 
party have warned that contin- 
ued demonstrations might lead 
to a clampdown by the anti- 
Stalinist Polish Communist gov- 
ernment. It was feared also that 
if the internal situation gets out 
of control, Russia may feel its 


rail links through Poland to, 


East Germany are endangered. 

One of the points where fre- 
newed disorders were reported 
was Stettin, where 91 persons 
were arrested Monday night in 
an attack on the Soviet con- 
sulate. 


Reports reaching Warsaw also 
said students marched through 
the streets of Lublin in eastern 
Poland demanding an end to 
Soviet intervention in Hungary. 
The reports said similar demon- 
strations occurred in Czesto- 
chowa, Kutno and Lalisz, all in 
central Poland. 

Power Struggle. 

The renewed disorders were 
viewed in the light of the widely 
held belief that the power 
struggle is not ended between 
advocates of “democratic social- 
ism” led by anti-Stalinist Cam- 
munist leader Wladyslaw Go- 
mulka and a faction favoring a 
tougher policy. 

The get-tough policy has won 
recruits in recent weeks from 
party members dismissed from

of the party machine by Go- 
mulka. 

There also were anti-Russian 
rumblings on the labor front. 
The 30,000 employes of the 
Cegielsko steel works in Poznan 
adopted a resolution demanding 
the immediate withdrawal of 
Russian forces from Hungary.

United Nations troops or non- 
Russians from the Warsaw pact 
countries should replace the 
Soviet forces in Hungary. 

The Poznan workers threat- 
ened to strike to support their

Scene of Bread Riots. 

Poznan was the scene of the 
June 28 bread and freedom 
riots. 

Despite the reports of unrest, 
the National Front which ‘in- 
cludes Gomulka’s Communists 
came out for limited freedom of 
speech and public works to aid 
the unemployed. 

The Front took its stand in a 
platform for the Jan. 20 elec- 
tions. The balloting will give 
the Poles some choice among 
representatives in Parliament 
but not a completely free choice 
in the Western sense. 

The Front, in addition to the 
Communists, also includes mem- 
bers of the United Peasants’ 
party, the Democratic party 
representing radical opinion 
among professional men and 
small traders, and trade unions, 
women’s groups, and Roman 
Catholic lay bodies. It is offer- 
ing 700 candidates for the ex- 
panded Parliament of 459 seats. 

The platform promised an ex- 
pansion of popular control over 
the administration and the econ- 
omy, equal rights for all citizens 
regardless of origin or religion, 
and “freedom of criticism with- 
in the limits defined by the 
basic interests of the people’s 
state.”
